There was a barracks installation in the tom which was generally called 
Artillery Barracks by both soldiers and civilians. Guns with a caliber of 
about 100 mm were seen there in the summer of 1919. -It was generally known 


in Ljubljana that the installation quartered an artillery brigade of the Fourth 
Arny. * 


Se The St. Vie (7 B/D 32) barracks installation was located at the northeastern 
edge of the suburb of St, Vid, just east of the railroad line to Kranje (7 B/ 
D 23). The installation consisted of one large multiple-story building, Up 
to early 1947, the hth PY Construction Battalion had been quartered there; after 
that date a medical unit moved in, A motor transport unit was also located there, 
when source occasionally visited St. Vid, his last visit taldne place in October 
199, be always noticed heavy motor vehicle traffic on the road to the installa~ 
tion. Its occupation at that tine was not iknovn.
